HEARING IS CONTINUED

Delmas Declares Defense Not
Ready to Rebut Jerome’s
Charges.

$ GIVEN TIME TO PREPARE

Justice Fitzgerald Refuses to Allow
Oral Examination of Dr, Hamilton,
Who Testified Thaw Is Unable to
Conduct His Defense.

NEW YORK, March 21.—District
Attorney Jerome today presented to
Justice Fltzgerald elght aMdavits in
support of the wsuggestlon he made
yosterday In the Thaw case, thal the
defendant s now incapable of under-
standing the proceedings against him
or of making his defense. The court
was In session for leas than an hour,
Delmas stating to the Distriet Attor-
ney's proposition was not ready.

Judge Fltegernld allowed both sides

untll Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock
to file such aMdavits a8 they may de-
sire, There will be no further hear-
Ing In the malter of the appointment
of a lunacy commission unless Jus-
tice Fitzgerald so directs,
' Nelther Thaw nor the Jury was In
today. There will ba & brief
serslon tomorrow at which the court
will be adjourned untll Monday, when
it Is expected that Fitzgerald will an-
nounce his declsion. Jerome pleaded
today for permission to examine Dr.
Hamilton orally, but In the absence
of a walver of professional privilege
on the part of the defense, Fitzgerald
sald he would not allow the doctor to
be examined further at this time,

The Judge announced significantly
that he would take judicial notice of
everything which had been adduced In
the evidence during the nlne weeks
of the trial. Hamilton, It will be re-
membered, yesterday testified that In
his opinlon Thaw was not at present
capable of directing his own defense.

RETAIN TOGA

Will be Candidate to Suc-
ceed Himself,

RUN ON PAST RECORD

Astorian Declares He Will Not
Spend Kopeck to Get.
Nomination,

WILL STAY IN WASHINGTON

Campaign For Re-Election Was
Launched At Banquet in His Honor
Last Weck—Chambsriain May Bs
Opponent.

PORTLAND, March 21,—B8enator
Charles W, Fulton today announced
that he will be a candidate to suc-
ceed himself in the United States.

He declared thtat he will come out|

out as a candidate without leaving
his post at Washington, and that he
will not spend a kopeck to secure the
nomination,

Around the whether or not of Ful-
ton'sc candidacy cluster the hopes of
& number of Senatorial aspirants.
Undoubtedly he will be opposed In the
primaries, but It |s a foregone con-
clusion that some of those who have
hearkened to the buzzing of the bee
will keep out of the race, since the
Senator has announced his Intention
of entering It

“You may say that I shall be a can-
didate to succeed myself, barring de-
velopments that I know nothing of
at this time,” said Senator Fulton this
morning. “While I shall allow my
name to go before the primaries, I
shall make no campalgn. I shall not
leave my post jat Washington, for
Congresg will be In session at that
time. I shall not spend a dollar In
the way of a campalgn fund. I shall
by that time have been in Congress
for five years and shall go before the
people for the Republican nomination
upon my record as Senator from Ore-
gon during that period. The people
will by that time have had sufficient
opportunity to judge of my qualifica-
tlons for the office.”

The next general primaries will be
held in April, 1908. Congress will be
In sesslon for the long term at that
time, and in announcing that he will
not leave his seat In ths Senate to
engage In the campalgn, Senator Ful-
ton Is following the policy first prac-
tlced by Senator Gearin at the last
primaries,

Senator Fulton's campaign for re-
nomination and re-election was prac-
tically launched at the banquet given
in his honor at Salem last week. Gov-
ernor Chamberlain, who was Invited
to participate In the feast, was not
there. Prominent and Influential Re-
publicans werg in attendance from dif
ferent sectlons of the state, and every
mentlon or Inference made to the sub-
ject of Fulton's re-election was ap-
plaudad to the echo.

Although Governor Chamberlain has
not aid so himself, his followers and
all others in close communion with
the Chief Executive admit that he as-
pires to don the Benatorial toga, and
has been bullding his fences with that
contigency in view for months,

AMERICAN MARINES LAND.

Will Protect Interests of Americans In
Honduras,
WASHINGTON, March 21.—Blue-
jackets and marines have been landed
from the United States Gunboats

Celba and probably at Pueto Cortex,
In Honduras in order to protect Ameri«
can interests In thesg ports. Advices
were recelved today at the Navy De-
partment from Commander Fullam of
the Marletta. Both consts of the war-
ring Central American republics are
completely protected by the American
gunboats, Joint, Interventlon by the
Mexico and Uniteq States Is now re-
garded probable by diplomatists.

SENTENCES COMMUTED.

OLYMPIA, Wash, March 21.—The
Governor has commuted the sentences
of Willam Fultz and Emilla Allisana,
Fultz was sentenced in Plercg County
July 18, 1902, to even years for barg-
lary. Ilisana was sentenced in King
County, April 24, 1905, to two years
rand slx months for grand larceny. On
account of the excellent services ren~
dered by these men at ths stone quar-
ry in Lewls County, the Board of Con-
,trol has recommended that thelr sen-
tences be commuted. The commuta-
tations shorten their terms of Impris-.
onment only a few weeks as both men
‘would otherwise have been discharged
in April.
